by tile Bradford Press, is the property 
of the M eeting For Sufferings, a repre­ 
sentative body o f the Friends' yearly

Philadelphia. 
De title is 
“T h e 
E xcellent 
P rivilege of Liberty 
and Propriety: Being the Birthright o f 
the 
Freeborn 
S ubjects c f 
E ngland.” 
T he copy is* not generally open to the 
public. 
T he peculiar significance of this book 
Is that a half dozen years after Penn 
founded his colony lie w ished to have 
the colonists keenly realize that they 
would have to stand for their rights in 
the new country as w ell as the old. 
where they had U-en so cruelly perse­ 
cuted. II-* wrote this book In order that 
they m lgiii be inform ed on the co n sti­ 
tution of their local governm ent and 
know 
w hat were the legal bases of 
their rights as citizens.

proof 
there Is that this work w as W illiam 
Penn's Is tile sta tem en t m ade by C hief 
Ju stice David Lloyd in 1728, a great 
Quaker leader w h o w as P enn’s attor* I 
ney general at the tim e the book w a s 
Issued. 
C hief Ju stice Lloyd w as also 
at that tim e an Intim ate friend of WU- ' 
Ham 
Penn 
and
